The Council have pleasure in presenting a brief outline 
of the year's work. 

THE NINTH ANNUAL MP:ETING. 

In response to a cordial invitation it was decided to 
hold the Meeting at Dewsbury, March 28th, 1903, the 
Council feeling assured that the accessibility of the town 
to a large number of the members and its position in the 
centre of the ** Shirley" country would tend to make the 
event a popular one, and in this they were not disappointed. 
The Town Hall was placed at our disposal, the Council 
Chamber being utilised for the meeting which took place 
at 3-30 p.m., Mr. S. P. Unwin, Chairman of the Council, 
presiding. The Annual Report and Balance Sheet were 
submitted and the Officers for forthcoming year elected. 

PUBLIC MEETING. 

The Council Chamber was crowded in the evening to 
hear a Paper by Mr. Edmund Gosse, LL.D., of London, 
on **The Challenge of the Brontes." The Chairman, 
Mr. Unwin, was supported by Mrs. Scatcherd, the Vicar 
of Dewsbury, Dr. Stuart, the Rev. M. Anstey, M.A., Mr. 
A. E. Holme, M.A., Major Fox and other local gentlemen. 
Mr. Gosse's valuable contribution to Bronte literature 
was listened to with evident satisfaction. Previous to the 
meeting the members and friends filled the large Banquet- 
ing Hall, where, mainly through the kindness of a well 
known local gentleman, tea was provided. 

THE COUNCIL. 

Mr. Unwin has presided at the meetings for a second 
year and the average attendance has been ten. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The Membership is now 298. It is somewhat notice- 
able that the loss by death and resignation each year is 
about the same as the gain by new members. 



PUBLICATIONS. 

Part XIII. of the " Transactions " has been issued. 
It contains Mr. Halliwell Sutcliffe's Paper on ** The Spirit 
of the Moors." It is the intention of the Council to issue 
the concluding part of the " Persons and Places of the 
Bronte Novels " by Mr. Wroot during the year. It will 
embrace all the novels except '''Jane Eyre^^ which was the 
subject of the previous issue. 

VISIT TO HAWORTH. 

On Saturday, May 23rd, 1903, a large number of 
members and friends visited Haworth and the Bronte 
Waterfall, returning to Haworth for tea, time being 
allowed for a look round the village previous to the 
return journey. The weather being fine an enjoyable 
afternoon was spent. 

A projected excursion to Hathersage in Derbyshire 
(the village of ** Morton" in **Jane Eyre") was deferred 
until next Spring. 

MEMORIAL TABLET AT THORNTON. 

The Council have long seen the desirability of placing 
a Tablet on the Old Vicarage at Thornton where several 
of the Bronte children were born. During the year an 
engraved brass plate has been made and by permission of 
the owner of the property has been fixed to the front of 
the house. The tablet bears the inscription ** Jn this 
house were born the following members of the Bronte 
Family, 

Charlotte 1816 

Bran well 1 8 1 7 

Emily ... 1818 

Anne ... 1820." 

THE MUSEUM.

was held at Morley, on Saturday, January i8th, 1902. 
Through the courtesy of His Worship the Mayor (Mr. 
Chas. Scarth, J.P.)» the Council Chamber and suite of 
rooms at the Town Hall were placed at the disposal of 
the Society. In the afternoon Mr. Yates, of Dewsbury, 
presided over a good attendance of members. The Annual 
Report and Balance Sheet were read and approved, and 
Officers for the year elected. 

PUBLIC MEETING. 

The Council Chamber was crowded to its utmost 
capacity to hear a Paper by Mr. Halliwell SutclifFe on 
**The Spirit of the Moors," and one by Mr. H. E. Wroot, 
entitled " Some Bronte Memoranda." His Worship the 
Mayor occupied the chair, and was supported by the 
Mayoress, Mr. and Mrs. O. Scatcherd, Lady Catherine 
Milnes Gaskell, The Town Clerk (Mr. R. B. Hopkins), 
Mr. Wm. Middlebrook, J.P., and the Rev. J. W. Holds- 
worth. Through the kind invitation of Mr. and Mrs. 
Scatcherd, of Morley Hall, members and friends to the 
number of about 150 took tea in the Banqueting Hall. 
Mr. and Mrs. Scatcherd were cordially thanked for their 
thoughtful kindness, and a vote of thanks was accorded to 
the Mayor for granting the use of the rooms, and for 
presiding over one of the most enjoyable meetings held by 
the Society. 

THE COUNCIL. 

As in previous years, the meetings of the Council have 
been held in Bradford, and an average attendance of ten 
members has been recorded. Mr, S. P. Unwin, of Shipley, 
has ably presided over the meetings. 
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MEMBERSHIP. 

The number of Members is now 314, which is about 
the same as last year. It is gratifying to the Council to be 
able to report that the membership shews no signs of 
falling off. 

PUBLICATION. 

The ** Jane Eyre" portion of the part of Transactions 
entitled ** The Persons and Places of the Bronte Novels," 
has been issued to the members. A concluding portion, 
which will embrace the remainder of the novels, is well 
advanced, and will be sent out shortly. The whole of the 
** Transactions " issued since the formation of the Society 
have now been made copyright, and one of each has been 
deposited at the British Museum, and at the Congress 
Library, Washington, U.S.A. 

INCORPORATION. 

The Society has been granted a Charter of Incorpora- 
tion under the Companies* Act, 1862. The cost has been 
rather less than was estimated owdng to the kindness of 
Messrs. W. G. Burr & Co., solicitors, who made a sub- 
stantial reduction from their charges. The Council wish 
to express their obligation to Mr. Yates, who initiated the 
scheme for Incorporation, and materially assisted in 
carrying it into effect.

Miss Bell, and has since lived in retirement at Banagher, 
King's County. Mr. Nicholls was in full sympathy with 
the objects of the Society, but, being of a retiring 
disposition, shrank from taking a prominent part in its 
work.

All the evidence is 
against its genuineness, and it is to be hoped that the 
authorities will see that the portrait is withdrawn from 
the Gallery.

Although the year has not been an eventful one in the 
history of the Bronte Society the Council are pleased to be 
able to report that the objects for which the Society was 
established have been vigorously pursued and the year will 
compare favourably with its predecessors.

14th, 1905. We were fortunate in securing the services of 
Mrs. Humphry Ward, and in order to enable her to return 
to London the same evening it was arranged that the

should take place in the afternoon at three o'clock. Mr. 
Walter Bagshaw, J. P., presided, and he was supported 
by Mr. T. C. Taylor, M.P., Mrs. Stubley, the Council 
of the Bronte Society, and others. Although the room 
is a large one, quite as many were turned away as 
were able to obtain admission. Mrs. Ward received an 
enthusiastic welcome. After tea, the Members* Annual 
Meeting for the election of Officers and other business, 
was held, Mr. S. P. Unwin presiding. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

We have now 352 Members, an increase of over 50 
on last year, which is the largest we have had to report 
since the Society commenced. 

The average attendance at the Council Meetings has 
been ten. Mr. S. P. Unwin has ably presided at the meet- 
ings during the past four years. It has always been the 
aim of the Society to make the representation as wide as 
possible and during the year a Stockport gentleman has 
joined the Council. Mr. J. J. Stead, who has filled the 
position of Treasurer for eight years, has expressed his 
desire to retire, and the Council wish to record their high 
appreciation of the services he has rendered to the Society. 

The resolution of November 29th, 1897, allowing 
members to compound the amount they have already paid 
in Annual Subscriptions in favour of Life Membership has 
recently been rescinded.

JUBILEE COMMEMORATION. 

The year 1905 has been an interesting one in the 
history of the Society on account of its being the fiftieth 
year after the death of Charlotte Bronte. The Council felt 
that the occasion should not be allowed to pass without 
some recognition and it was decided to hold a meeting at 
Haworth for the purpose. This took place on Saturday, 
October 7th, and was attended by visitors from many 
distant places. At three o'clock a Memorial Service was 
held in Haworth Church, which was crowded to its 
utmost capacity.

THE THIRTEENTH ANNUAL MEETING 

was held at the Assembly Rooms, Ilkley, on Saturday, 
January 26th, 1907. Mr. Butler Wood presided. The 
Annual Report and Balance Sheet were read and approved 
and a resolution raising the annual subscription from 
2S. 6d. to 3s. 6d. was proposed by the Chairman, seconded 
by Mr. F. H. Hart (Loughborough), and carried with only 
one dissentient. After tea the large Assembly Room was 
crowded to hear a characteristic address by Mr. Gilbert K. 
Chesterton, of London, on ** Charlotte Bronte and the 
Realists." Mrs. F. F. Steinthal presided.

The Council, anxious to take advantage of 
what was undoubtedly an unique opportunity of acquiring 
Bronte relics for the Museum, issued an appeal to the 
members for donations towards a fund to be expended at 
the sale, and in response ;^89 8s. 6d. was received. The 
Council wish to express their thanks to all who contributed 
to the fund. Messrs. C. K. Shorter, S. P. Unwin and 
T. J. Wise kindly consented to represent the society at the 
sale and they secured some interesting objects which form 
a valuable addition to the Museum. It was thought there 
would be keen competition on account of the undoubted 
genuineness of Mr. Nicholls' collection, but no one 
imagined the fifty-eight lots offered would realise £'jiS.
